For a number of years the heads 
of the several departments of East 
Central State Teachers College car­ 
ried a number of students in cor­ 
respondence work in order that the 
students might continue their col­ 
lege work while they were actual­ 
ly in the field teaching.

summer of 1922 
President

schWd saw- fit to organise a new 
department designed to take care 
of the correspondence wrork. At the 
present time the department has 
been in existence a little over a 
year and the growth of the new 
department has 
been 
in 
keeping 
with the growth of the institution 
as a whole. 
The Department 
of 
Correspon­ 
dence Study was organfzed under 
the efficient 
management of Mr. 
John Zimmerman 
who 
continued 
that work through the year 1922- 
23. During that year there were 
four hundred and 
fifty 
courses 
taken out through this department. 
Four 
hundred 
and 
fifty 
courses 
completed would mean a total col­ 
lege credit of nine hundred hours. 
Nine hundred college hours distri­ 
buted among high school graduates 
would make fourteen Life Certifi­ 
cate graduates and have thirty-two 
hours as a margin to apply on a 
Two-Years State for another one.

PLANT TREES. 


The News has often urged the planting of more trees and 
in this connection the following from John A. Whitehurst, 
president of the state board of agriculture, is worthy of due 
consideration. Says Mr. Whitehurst: 
In view of the fact that this fall offers one of the most 
fa\orable seasons for tree planting that Oklahoma has en­ 
joyed for some years, I am appealing to 
the citizens of the 
state to observe the second week of November as “Tree Plant­ 
ing w eek/ Aside from the favorable soil conditions, I think 
this is the most desirable period in which to plant trees be­ 
cause there is less wind and less resisting forces to combat 
for growing. And may I suggest that marked attention be 
paid to the selection of such trees as are adaptable to their 
locations. Selections may be fruit, pecan or ornament, but I 
would place a ban up black locust. It is 
indicative of dry lan£ 
and is beset by many enemies. 
“I sincerely hope that much effort will be expended by 
the good citizens of the state in planting trees along our high­ 
ways. There are many miles of hard surfaced roads waiting 
to be beaut died by this civic endeavor, and these highways 
traverse such sections where the elm, sycamore, hackberry, 
maple and other hardy kinds would 
respond 
to 
culture. I 
would suggest, however, that no more trees be planted than 
would receive personal attention from those interested. We 
would rather see one hardy beautiful tree in the years to 
i ome as an evidence of this endeavor, than a said reminder 
of neglected ones. 
“I would appreciate the planting of one tree, if no more, 
upon the campus of every school in the state both city and 
rural and the planting may be attended by such ceremony 
as those in charge might develop. Trees planted in the fall 
at the school house has every opportunity to get well started 
before vacation time, because they can be made the special 
charge of the school children/'
